GREAT MEETING MENACED 


BY MOUNTED MACHINE SUNS 


Thirty, Mass Meetings of 


Conflicting 
Factions

Berlin, Sunday, Dec. 8.—Eager to 
make members of the Spartacus party 
martyrs as the result of Friday's riot- 
ing, Dr. Karl Liebnecht the leader of 
this faction lost no time in staging a 
spectacular open air meeting at the 
Tierg'arten last night. His call for the 
meeting brought forth 4,000 munition 
workers who had responded to the-de- 
mand for a general walkout. 
These men and women through Unter 
der Linden to the Tiergarten until they 
reached a point where the avenue dr 
victory intersects the Charlottenbur- 
ger Chaussee. 
There Dr. Liebknecht 
mounted the base of one of the granite 
•statues erected in honor of the Hohen- 
zollerns and made .an address.. 
The semi-circles of Dr. Liebknecht's 
auditors was flanked on all sides by 
machine guns mounted on motor trucks 
which commanded all approaches. Dr. 
liiebknecht harangued the crowd'in his 
familiar style, indicting Friederic -Ebert, 
the premier, Philip Scheidemann and 
other "kaiser* socialists" ,of complicity 
in Friday's riotting. 
He called upon 


the masses to organize Red Guards and 
beat off the attacks • of counter-revolu- 
tionists. 
At a late hour tonight Berlin was 


absolutely^ quiet. 
It is estimated by 
the Tageb'latt that the number of de- 
serters that Berlin is feeding exceeds 
sixty thousand. Premier Ebert and his 
cabinet held a secret session with the 
executive committee of the workme'ns 
and isoldiers council, discussing Fri- 
day's rioting. Over thirty mass meet- 
ings 
of conflicting 
parties was an- 


nounced for today.

"When the momen for declaring war 
came, the militarists were afraid he~ 
would refuse to sign the declaration," 
said Harden. "The 
former emperor 
missed his vocation. 
He was never 
happier than when posing in the lime- 
light. "He ought to have managed a 
cabaret or taken a show on tour. He 
was a great show man." 
Declaring he knew when America 
came into the war that Germany would 
be beaten, Herr Harden said: 
"I fought with the censors to toll 


the people this, and when PresicVjnt 
Wilson published his fourteen points 
I advocated their acceptance because 
I knew we could not get better or more 
favorable conditions." 


SAY SOLDIERS CHEAT 
TO PURCHASE LIQUORS

Columbus, Dec. 9.—United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Stuart It. Bolin, John 
L. McCune, local chief of the American 
Protective League and Robert Pfeiffer, 
local investigator of the federal depart-

• Only .the' utmost -cafe, will- prevent-, a 
complete and-,<drastic -quara.ri_tine_ Jjelrig 
placed Son 'the 'city. 'This will-, be. done" 
Health.' Officer Knauss stated as soon 
as the condition warrants. However he 
continued that he did. not consider this 
action necessary .at the present time. 
In a further, statement Health Officer 
ECnauss says: "Neighbors owe it to 
themselves to see that cards are placed 
on 'the homes in their neighborhood 
where there is influenza, and to see 
that the inmates of that home wear 
masks." 
The state health department in a 
statement issued yesterday, says: "De- 
spite all precautions that can be taken, 
we may expect the epidemic to con- 
tinue until at least 40 -per ,cent of the 
people of the state* have had the dis- 
mse. The. longer the time over which 
this number of cases can be distributed, 
the less will be the 
demoralization 


caused by the outbreak. 
Enforcement 


of regulations against public gather- 
ings in places where the disease is pre- 
valent will achieve this 'slowing up' 
and is therefore desirable even though 
it is not likely to reduce the. total num- 
ber of cases. 
"The serious feature in many local 


outbreaks has been the complete paral- 
ysis of community life because of the 
illness of a large part of the population 
at the same time. If the same num- 
ber of cases had been spread out over 
a longer time the community could 
have 
handled the situation without 
great difficulty. 
"The 
local health department ex- 


plains that individuals win aid by wear- 
ing masks, and in cases where there 
are illness the members of the -family 
must absolutely stay away from the 
stores, theatres, and other public places. 
If 
the people of the city could be 


brought to • a rcnibcHlion of seriousness 
of the >i'se:ise. and avoid all possibility 
:»f oontractins i*-- *-'le situation would 
improve.

END OF WAR BRINGS 


RELIEF IN GERMANY 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


London, Dec. 9.—The German popula- 


tion west of the Rhine becomes more 
cordial in its attitude toward the Brit- 
ish as Field Marshal Haig's troopa 
move eastward, according to an undat 
ed dispatch from the correspondent of 
the Daily Mail with the British army. 
"As we approach the Rhine," the cor- 


respondent says, "our reception becomes 
more surprising-. 
The authorities in 


such places are Duren say undisguised- 
ly. that" they-rejoice'at our arrival. They 
give two treasons "for this,, that; they are1- 
"afraid of-- "their~Tnvn people • and- • are 
afraid of. starvation. Many men confess 
that the - end of the war brought such 
relief the stigma of defeat weighs little. 
Children sometimes cheer our arrival. 


"The revolutionary movement is real 


but not much on the surface. The. out- 
breaks during the first few days were 
supported by the retreating army which 
is much less Bolshviki than the soldiers 
in reserve and at the bases. I have 
seen many German soldiers in uniforms 
shorn of badges. They are demobilized 
but they have no civilian clothes to 
take the place of their 'uniforms. 


"The armed men guarding the arms 


in the barracks talk without rancor of 
their experiences in the war against 
both the British and French. An over- 
whelming' desire for peace makes of 
these soldiers a strong instrument of 
social solidity, at any rate for the time 
being. 


"Danger signals are received at times 
and o'n occasions cavalry and machine 
gunners are called for by the Germans 
for fear—generally, I think, exaggerated 
fear—of Bolshviki 'outbreaks of Rus- 
sian character. 


"The mayors and their staffs act with 
admirable dignity but much of the pop- 
ulation is almost obsequious and servile 
to our men."

ENGAGED TO MARRY 


BRITISH OFFICER 


Washington, D. C.—With the subsid- 


ence of the epidemic of influenza the 
attention of health officers is directed 
to pneumonia, bronchitis and other 
diseases of the respiratory system 
which regularly cause a large number 
of deaths, especially during the winter 
season. 
According to Rupert Blue, 


Surgeon General of the United States 
Public Health Service, these diseases 
will be especially prevalent this wlu- 
ter unless the people are particularly 
careful to obey health instructions. 


"The present epidemic," said Sur- 


geon General Blue, "has taught by bit- 
ter experience how readily a condition 
beginning apparently as a slight cold 
inay go on to pneumonia and death. 
Although the worst of the epidemic is 
over, there 'Will continue to be a large 
number of scattered cases, many of 
them mild and unrecognized, which 
will be danger spots to be guarded 
against" The Surgeon General likened 
the present situation to that after a 
great fire, saying, "No fire chief who 
understands his business stops playing 
the hose-on the charred debris as soon 
as the flames and visible fire have dis- 
appeared. 
On the contrary, he con- 


tinues the water for hours and even 
days, for he knows that there is.dan- 
ger of the fire rekindling from smol- 
dering embers." 
. "Then you fear another outbreak of 
Influenza?" he was asked. "Not neces- 
sarily another large epidemic," said 
the Surgeon General, "but unless the 
people learn to realize the seriousness 
of the danger they will be compelled to 
pay a heavy death toll from pneumo- 
nia and other respiratory diseases. 


Common Colds Highly Catching. 
"It is encouraging - to observe that 


people are beginning to learn that or- 
dinary coughs and colds are highly 
catching and are spread from person 
to person by means of droplets of 
germ laden mucus. Such droplets are 
sprayed into the air when careless or 
ignorant people cough or sneeze with- 
out covering their mouth and nose. It 
is also good to know that people have 
learned something about the value of 
fresh air. In summer, when people 
are largely out of doors, the respira> 
tory diseases (coughs, colds; pneumo- 
nia, etc.) are infrequent; in .the fall, 
as people, begin to remain- indoors, the 
respiratory diseases Increase; in the 
winter, when people are prone to stay 
(n badly ventilated, overheated rooms, 
the respiratory diseases become very 
prevalent 


Suitable Clothing Important. 


"Still another factor In the produc- 


tion of colds, pneumonia and other re- 
spiratory diseases is carelessness or Ig- 
norance of the people regarding suit- 
able clothing during^the seasons when 
the weather suddenly changes, sitting 
in warm rooms too heavily dressed or, 
what is even more common, especially 
among women, dressing so lightly that 
windows are kept closed in order to he 
comfortably warm. This is a very In- 
jurious practice. 


Could Save 100,000 Lives. 


"I believe we could easily save one 


hundred thousand lives annually in 
the United States If all the people 
would adopt the system of fresh air 
living followed, for example, in tuber- 
culosis sanatoria. 
There is nothing 


mysterious about It—no specific medi- 
cine, no vaccine. The important thins 
is right living, good food and plenty of 
fresh air. 


Droplet Infection Explained in Pictures. 


"The 
Bureau of 
Public Health, 


Treasury Department, has Just issued 
a striking poster drawn by Berryman, 
the well-known Washington cartoonist 
The poster exemplifies the modern 
method of health education. A few 
years ago, under similar circumstances, 
the health authorities would have is- 
sued an official dry but scientifically 
accurate bulletin teaching the role of 
droplet infection in the spread of re- 
iipiratory diseases. The. only ones who 
would have understood the bulletin 
•would have been those who already 
knew all about the subject. The man 
in the street, the plain cailzen and the 
many millions who toil for their living 
woulfj have had no time and no dosire 
to wa<3e through the technical phrase- 
ology."

memory of the four years' crime lingers 
there can be no forgiveness. Great Brit- 
ain is going to demand the punishment 
of the guilty. It would be in the words 
of the premier, "neither God's justice 
nor man's" to let off the criminals be- 
cause they are highly placed or because 
their heads were crowned. Great Brit- 
ain is not to be ruled by mawkish sen- 
timentality, and in this vigorous deter- 
mination there is a good indication of 
the true British spirit. It does not per- 
secute, it does not descend to brutality 
or injustice; but for the present it can 
have no friendship with a nation which 
has deliberately placed itself beyond the 
pale of civilization. 


HELIGOLAND TO PASS.

cannot delegate the functions and pow- 
ers vested in his sole person by the con- 
stitution.

But they 
are not transferred by his action, his 
appointment, his volition. 
They are 
transferred automatically by the consti- 
tutional provision, and the president 
from whose hands they pass has no 
in case of his "inability" to exercise 
more to do with the process of transfer 
them longer than he has to do with the 
process of transfer in case of his death.

What to Do. 


In his statement to the public Sur- 


geon General Blue points out how 
those who "have had influenza should 
protect themselves against tuberculo- 
sis. "All who have recovered from In- 
fluenza," says the Surgeon Gei'eml, 
"should have their lungs carefully ex- 
amined by a competent physician. In 
fact, it Is desirable to have several ex- 
aminations made a month apart Such 
examinations cannot be made through 
tlic clothing nor can they be carried 
out in two or three minutes. If the 
lungs are found to be free from tuber- 
culosis every effort should be made to 
keep them so. This can be done by 
right living, good food and plenty of 
fresh air." 


Danger Signs. 


The Surgeon General •warned espe- 


cially against certain danger signs, 
such as "decline" and "colds which 
hang on."
